Fran drowns Carolina crops

FAYETTEVILLE, N.C. — Bill Hubbard looked at the 
100-acre swath of flattened, soggy cornstalks, his $50,000 
loss a fraction of the crop damage caused by Hurricane 
Fran as it cut like a scythe across North Carolina. 

“This just makes you sick,” said Hubbard, whose field 
should have yielded 10,000 bushels. “When you farm, you 
always fight Mother Nature, and she’s got the upper hand 
this year.” 

Hurricane Bertha in July inflicted $179 million to North 
Carolina’s crops, and state Agriculture Commissioner Jim 
Graham said Hurricane Fran — which mostly flattened 
rather than soaked — could top that. 

“What Bertha left, Fran got,” said Graham, who joined 
U.S. Agriculture Secretary Dan Glickman on a flyover of 
the state’s damaged corn and cotton fields. “And we hope 
Hortense takes the long way around.” 

Hortense, a slow-moving tropical storm that upgraded to 
a hurricane Monday, edged across the Atlantic toward the 
U.S. Virgin Islands and Puerto Rico. 

There were no immediate overall estimates of Fran’s 
crop damage in North Carolina. 

The state, the nation’s No. 1 tobacco producer, had 
already harvested most of its tobacco crop, but some 
leaves rotted in the barn when blackouts cut power to cur- 
ing fans. 

Flooding persisted across Fran’s wake, and Federal 
Emergency Management Agency teams delivered portable 
generators to provide emergency power to isolated resi- 
dents and to any hospitals and sewage plants that might 
have exhausted their backup power supplies.

Doug Culbreth of the state’s Energy Division said 
477,000 customers remained without power Monday after- 
noon. State troopers directed traffic at blacked-out inter- 
sections and helped utility crews.

He 
also asked state cleanup crews to pick up the pace. 

“This is the worst disaster that we’ve had in this centu- 
ry, he said.

Flooding along the Potomac River closed com- 
muter routes outside Washington. In the mountains, 
National Guard all-terrain vehicles were used to reach 


flooded hollows where people remained without electricity’ 


and drinking water. 

eIn West Virginia, hundreds remained without electricity 
or water, mostly in rural eastern regions along branches of 
the Potomac and the river itself. 

eIn Washington, the Potomac began to recede but not 
before flooding formed traffic bottlenecks around the 
National Mall. Water covered main roads used to reach 
many government offices.

Susan McDougal was taken into a 
federal lockup Monday, surrendering 
her freedom rather than answer 
Whitewater prosecutors’ questions 
before a federal grand jury. 

President Clinton’s former 
Whitewater business partner said she 
would not cooperate with 
Indepenuent Counsel Kenneth Starr, 
who she accused of lying in his han- 
dling of her case. She renewed 
charges that prosecutors had offered 
her a deal of leniency in return for 
incriminating evidence against the 
president and Hillary Rodham 
Clinton. 

“I’m so angry that they hold them- 
selves out to be so full of integrity, so 
above reproach,” McDougal told 
reporters outside the federal court- 
house. “They will do anything. 
There’s nothing they won’t do” to get 
the Clintons. 

Among the questions she refused to 
answer, she has said, was whether 
Clinton told the truth when he testi- 
fied at her trial. 

She insisted again that she was get- 
ting no assistance from the White 
House. “If the Clintons have helped 
me or the White House has helped

She was to be transported to a coun- 
ty jail along with other prisoners 
being processed in federal court 
Monday, said supervisory Deputy 
Marshal Jim Hall.

Anti-terrorism bill focuses on airline security 


WASHINGTON— Promising safer skies, President Clinton issued orders 
Monday to tighten airport security and challenged Congress to support a $1.1 
billion anti-terrorism crackdown. “Terrorists don’t wait,” the president said. 
“And neither should we.” 

The proposal, which came two months before the election, was designed to 
reassure jittery Americans after last year’s Oklahoma City bombing and the 
explosion of TWA Flight 800 less than two months ago. 

Recommendations of the proposal include criminal background checks of air- 
line workers and specially trained dogs for security at key airports. 

‘ While promising to work with Clinton, Republicans said the action was 
unnecessary, referring to a GOP-backed $1 billion anti-terrorism bill signed in 
April. 

Still, Clinton is requesting swift action from Congress. “We need these laws 
and. we need them now before Congress recesses for the year,” he said. 

Administration officials said some of the money would come from current 
budgets, though they did not say what programs would be cut to pay for the 
anti-terrorism plans. 


“Independence Day’ ad frightens Spaniards 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — Hundreds of panicked Spaniards flooded TV and 
radio switchboards with calls this weekend when a newscaster broke in with a 
report showing space aliens hovering over New York. 

The purported news flashes that appeared Saturday and Sunday on the 
Telecinco network were in fact advertisements for the film “Independence 
Day,” which opens in Spain on Friday. 

The PubliEspana advertising firm figured viewers wouldn’t be taken in by the 
TV takeoff of H.G. Wells’ “War of the Worlds” — the 1942 radio stunt that 
created a short but memorable panic in the United States. 

“We wanted to cause some excitement, but certainly not fear,” Jose Luis 
Andarias, an advertising executive, said Monday. 

A text warning on the bottom of the TV screen said “advertisement,” but 
“apparently people can’t watch footage, listen and read at the same time,” 
Andarias said. 


Experts predict Reserve will raise interest rates 


WASHINGTON — The likelihood that the Federal Reserve Board will 
increase interest rates has jumped dramatically following a steep decline in the 
unemployment rate, in the view of many top economists. 

While Reserve officials passed up opportunities to raise interest rates at their 
July and August meetings, believing the economy was beginning to slow, a 
string of reports since then have called that view into question. Factory orders 
and housing sales took unexpectedly big jumps in recent reports, and Friday’s 
report showed unemployment dropping in August to its lowest level in seven 
years, 5.1 percent, down from 5.4 percent in July. 

Many analysts said they believed the Reserve will feel the need for only two 
or three modest quarter-point tightening moves that would drive the federal 
funds rate, the interest that banks charge each other on overnight loans, from 
5.25 percent currently to 5.75 percent or 6 percent. 


Iraq urges U.N. to condemn U.S. ‘war crime’ 


BAGHDAD, Iraq — Iraq denounced U.S. missile strikes on southern Iraq as 
a “‘war crime” on Monday and urged the United Nations to condemn..the 
action. aire 

Fighting between rival Kurdish factions raged Monday south of Irbilj-the 
main Kurdish city, a “safe haven” in northern Iraq patrolled by U.S.-led forces. 
A. U.N. guard protecting international aid workers in Irbil told The Associated 
Press that the clashes were “pretty substantial.” 

U.S. intelligence indicated that Saddam Hussein’s troops were backing away 
from a Kurdish region in the north, said Air Force Lt. Col. Nino Fabiano, 
spokesman for the U.S. Central Command. 

In southern Iraq, U.S. aircraft patrolled the skies without challenge today, 
Fabiano said. 

The latest report of clashes came after two days of U.S. missile strikes at air 
defense systems in southern Iraq, aimed at punishing Baghdad for its incursion 
into the north. 

“What the U.S. is doing is considered a war crime,” the state-run newspaper 
al-Jumhuriya said in its editorial, calling on U.N. members. “You can take a 
strong stand to stop the new criminal plot by the U.S.” 
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remarks about dealings with his 
office. 

“Their continued attempts to mis- 
lead the public as to the true nature 
(of a conversation with Starr’s staff) 
are outrageous and unethical,’ Starr 
said: 

Referring to California’s murderous 
cult leader, McDougal said Sunday 
that “Kenneth Starr calling me unethi- 
cal is like Charles Manson calling me 
crazy.” 

On Wednesday, a federal judge 
found McDougal in contempt of court 
for refusing to talk to the Whitewater 
grand jury and ordered her to jail for 
up to 18 months unless she answers 
prosecutors’ questions. 

On Friday, McDougal said prosecu- 
tors had abused and harassed her in an 
effort to obtain incriminating informa- 
tion against the Clintons, who were 
partners with her and her ex-husband, 
James, in the Whitewater land devel- 
opment in 1:orthern Arkansas.

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Children victimized by parents 
remind us to strengthen the home 


As a nation, our judicial system often forgives and forgets — or a least lets off the hook 
criminals of varying degrees. But there are some criminals and some crimes that can not 
be excused — crimes against the vulnerable innocents. 

Kidnapping, sexual abuse, child pornography and the like have plagued this nation — 
indeed the entire world — for longer than anyone cares to admit. But the crimes that are 
truly devastating to the human spirit are those committed by those who should be most 
concerned with children’s welfare: parents. 

Perhaps even more revolting and horrific than the crimes themselves is the fact that 
such atrocities seem to be on the rise. Just this past week, for example, several incidents 
wherein parents were knowledgeable, active participants in the injuries or deaths of their 
children, smeared themselves across the newspapers of Utah and the rest of the country. 

In Salt Lake, for example, a young girl (4) and her two brothers (9 and 11) were hospi- 
talized after the apartment where they had been left unattended for two days caught on 
fire. The mother of the children couldn’t be reached after the children had been trans- 
ferred to Primary Children’s Medical Center and the Division of Child and Family 
Services was called in to care for the children’s needs. 

Another story told of a New York mother, charged with murder this week, for starving 
her 4-year-old daughter to death. The mother admitted to the police that she did not want 
or love the child and had not fed the girl regularly for a year, keeping her in a crib in a 
locked bedroom. 

But perhaps the most terrifying incident occurred on a Navajo Indian Reservation in 
Arizona. A man used a .22-caliber rifle to shoot his five children, ages 7-15, killing four 
of them before setting the trailer where they lived on fire. 

Such images serve as chilling, twisted reminders of the condition of the family in 
today’s society. What kind of parent — and parent must be used as a loose term in these 
instances — would willingly commit harm or injury to his or her own child? What moti- 
vates these types of actions? 

Citizens’ outrage at these incidents, as well as the wide range of other plagues that seem 
to be eating away at the family and family values, is well-deserved. These issues have 
now found their way into partisan politics and seem to be jockeying for a top position in 
both platforms of the Republican and Democratic campaigns. 

Both parties tout “strengthening family values” as the core of their respective party. 
Hillary Clinton’s book claims that “it takes a village to raise a child,’ while Bob Dole 
maintains that “it does not take a village, it takes a family.” But the problem is not one 
that can be solved with party rhetoric or government intervention. Family values begin 
and end with the family itself. Parents alone should be responsible for the welfare of their 
children. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is one of many religious institutions 
that understands the vital function of the family unit — and the responsibility of parents 
within that unit. 

As stated in their official Proclamation on the Family, “Parents have a sacred duty to 
rear their children in love and righteousness, to provide for their physical and spiritual 
needs, to teach them to love and serve one another, to observe the commandments of God 
and to be law-abiding citizens wherever they live. Husbands and wives — mothers and 
fathers — will be help accountable before God for the discharge of these obligations.” 

Nothing can compensate for failure in the home, and there can be no excuse for com- 
pletely failing those whose very lives depend on their parents. We should not look to 
bookstores, political rallies or even the White House for guidance, or to take responsibili- 
ty, when it comes to caring for our children. As parents, friends and neighbors we have to 
look no further than ourselves.

Atlanta may have been “‘the safest city in America” during the 1996 
Centennial Olympics, but the atmosphere around the Olympic venues 
did not feel American, safe or free. 

My excursion to Atlanta did not remind me of my previous trips to 
the city. It reminded me of my trip to Europe — where machine-gun- 
toting police officers patrol the streets, and where the specter of terror- 
ism is real. 

In the 1990s, America, so long shielded from such fears, is being 
forced to face the reality of ter- 
rorism. It has taken its toll on 
America, a toll that should not 
only be counted in lives, but in 
freedom lost. 

While security at the 
Olympic Games was extreme, 
it illustrates a scary trend, one 
that leads people to give up 
personal freedom for a false 
sense of security. 

Having been sum- 
moned out of bed at 2:30 a.m. 
by the police, I can personally attest to extreme security measures 
taken at the Olympics. 

My friends and I were awakened by the sounds of police shouting 
and beating on the side of my friend’s Volkswagen camper. We 
emerged from the van, partially blinded by the lights from the police 
vehicle, to find ourselves surrounded by five police officers. 

The reason for the rude awakening? Well ... all terrorists drive VW 
vans, and we happened to be parked beside an emergency police heli- 
pad. The fact that we were legally parked and had paid for the stall was 
not relevant. 

While the police studied our driver’s licenses and ran background

While such precautions are necessary for an international evé 
as the Olympics, they shouldn’t be hailed as a model for fight 
rorism. The most effective fight against terrorism, the one tj} 
save the most lives, lies in the pro-active strategy. 

If America wants to prevent terrorist acts, it should let the exif |) 
their job.

Victory sweet for Sampras, Graf

NEW YORK — When the 137 mph serves had disap- 
peared at the far end of the court, the rackets packed away, 
the year’s final Grand Slam tournament a two-week mem- 
ory and the National Tennis Center awash in rain, the 
champions reigned. 

Pete Sampras survived, not only the firepower from 
across the net, but a gut-wrenching quarterfinal in which 
he was barely able to walk off the court a winner. 

Steffi Graf thrived, showing once again that despite the 
convoluted computer rankings there’s really only one No. 
1 in the women’s game. 

Sampras counts Grand Slam tournament titles as the 
measure of his success. The U.S. Open triumph was his 
only major one of 1996, but the eighth of his career and 
fourth at the National Tennis Center. ' 

“These past two weeks I have played my share of great 
tennis and poor tennis,” Sampras said Sunday after brush- 
ing aside Michael Chang in the title match 6-1, 6-4, 7-6 (7- 
3). “I got through the (Alex) Corretja match and I never 


_ thought I would be here as a winner. But I fought hard and 


played the best match of the tournament today against 
Michael, so it really saves my year. It really does. 

To become the first American to successfully defend his 
U.S. Open crown since Connors in 1983, Sampras was 
forced to go five sets against Jiri Novak of the Czech 
Republic, ward off the laser serves of Australia’s Mark 
Philippoussis and Croatia’s Goran Ivanisevic as well as 
survive his five-setter against Corretja. 

“T never thought I’d be here as a winner,’ Sampras said 
of his newest title. “This is the most difficult (champi-

onship) I ever won. The ranking was up for grabs, but the 
title is so much more important than the ranking. I wanted 
the title.” 

Part of the reason was the Corretja match in which he 
vomited on the court and seemed at times unable to contin- 
ue, only to pull it out when the Spaniard double-faulted on 
match point. 

Then there was the loss of his close friend and coach, 
Tim Gullikson, who died in May from brain cancer. 

Any one of several players — Sampras, Chang, Thomas 
Muster, Chang, Yevgeny Kafelnikov and Ivanisevic — 
could conceivably have taken over the No. 1 ranking by 
winning the U.S. Open. Sampras put all that nonsense to 
rest. 

Likewise with Graf, who is co-ranked No. 1 with Monica 
Seles, this year’s Australian Open champion. And like 
Sampras, Graf has enough emotional problems to be con- 
sidered beatable. 

She admits her off-court problems are affecting her. Her 
jailed father Peter is on trial in Germany for evading taxes 
on $28 million of her income, She remains under investi- 
gation. 

“It was really, really difficult to play as tournament,” 
said Graf, who beat Seles 7-5, 6-4 in Sunday’s final. “T 
was really struggling to remain focused.” 

That hasn’t stopped Graf’s hurried pace toward being the 
best ever to play the sport. It was her sixth consecutive 
Grand Slam tournament win, and her 21st Grand Slam 
tournament crown. Graf trails only Margaret Smith Couit, 
who has 24 major singles titles. 

“Steffi is clearly No. 1,” Seles said. “Everybody can see 
that.”

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Bosnian election campaign follows battle lines

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— Bosnia’s 3 1/2-year war was 
fought between those who wanted a 
single country and those who wanted 
to break it apart. The campaign for the 
first postwar national elections on 
Saturday has been fought over the 
same issue. 

If advocates of national unity ulti- 
mately prevail, it may be only because 
of outside pressure and the presence 
of foreign soldiers. 

The Dayton peace agreement and 
tens of thousands of NATO-led sol- 
diers were supposed to establish a 
compromise: a weak national govern- 
ment unifying a Muslim-Croat half 
and a Serb half. 

But Serbs — and many Croats — 
still insist on a separate identity and 
separate institutions. Most Muslims 
fought for, and still insist on, a united 
Bosnia, although they want Muslims 
at its helm. 

About 2.9 million people are eligi- 
ble to vote Saturday for three mem- 
bers of a joint presidency — one 
Muslim, one Serb and one Croat. 

Voters also will elect the lower 
house of a national legislature. Serbs 
will choose their own assembly and 
president of their half of Bosnia. 
Muslims and Croats will elect an 
assembly. 

In the final days of campaigning, it 
was clear that behind every candi- 
date’s stump speech was a single 


issue: not unemployment or the 
rebuilding of the shattered nation, but 
in what form Bosnia will exist. 

“These are not elections ... in which 
people face a dilemma of whether 
they should turn a little to the left or 
to the right,’ Bosnian Prime Minister 
Hasan Muratovic said. 

“This is about the survival of the 
state of Bosnia-Herzegovina, about 
the battle for the establishment of its 
new structure.” 

Officiais of the leading Serb party 
have done little to ease Muslims’ 
fears. Aleksa Buha, the top official of 
the Serbian Democratic Party, told a 
rally that “the former Bosnia- 
Herzegovina will fall apart after the 
September elections.” 

In Washington, State Department 
Spokesman Nicholas Burns said 
Monday that the fate of the Dayton 
accord does not hinge on the success 
or failure of Saturday’s elections. 

“These elections are important 
because they will lead the way to the 
creation of the new institutions that 
will be the foundation of the new state 
that emerges from this Dayton 
process,” he said. 

“But these elections ... were never 
designed to be the end of the process. 
In fact, in a very real sense, they’re 
the beginning of the process.” 

Opposition parties are hoping they 
can win enough seats to temper the 
dominant nationalist parties — 
Muslim, Serb and Croat. They say 
such moderation is the best way to

tion is set up. If not, the hospital has a 
library of educational software that 
can be used. 

Connecting hospitalized school- 
aged children to their teachers is a 
part of Governor Leavitt’s efforts to 
make “all of Salt Lake School District 
Internet-accessible,’ Prero said. 

“The students at our hospital should 
be just as connected as students in 
remote parts of the state. More than 
500 patients a year pass through our 
unit and anything we can do to reduce 
the stress associated with their hospi- 
tal stay is important,” Prero said. 

Prero is responsible for allotting 
time for each child on the computer. 
The computer is accessible for short- 
term and long-term patients and is on 
a moveable cart so that it can be taken 
from room to room. 

The computer was purchased with 
funds from the Henry W. and Leslie 
Eskuche Foundation.

Foreign powers, meanwhile, will 
continue to try to push Muslims, 
Serbs and Croats together, through a 
smaller military force that is expected 
to be left behind in Bosnia in 
December when the current mandate 
expires.
